Among a number of important measures 
passed by the Legislature last year with a 
view to foster shipping interests in Hong- 
kong, the Ordinance designed with the

Altention has recently. been called ‘to-the 
question of supplying vessels with water while 
in, Hongkong harbour, ‘The subject arose at 
the Sanitary. Hoard, telcrence being! made to 
the conditian af the water supplied to vessels 
by the Chinese junes engaged in the trade, 
. The question is of considerable impartance to 
shippers, shipmasters, and passengers by the 
large number of steamers which regularly call at 
Hongkong, and accordingly information as to 
the methods pursued here in obtaining water 
conycying if to the vessels and ensuring its 
purity from a eee point of view, may.not 
be amiss. 
CHINESK JuNKs ‘IN: THR’ TRADE, 

To begin with the numerous Chinese junks 
engaged in the trade are all concerned with 
the sole question of economy, They lay them- 
selyes out to obinin water as cheaply as pos- 
sible aod have no qualms on the subject of 
cleanliness. ‘Theirboatsare not what one would 
desciiheas heing specially built for the carriage of 
water and there are many possibilities, that the 
waler, even if it be.pure when originally ob- 
tained—and thal is a very problematical mat- 
ler—may snffer contamination before being 
delivered to the shipping in the harbour, Of 
course, if is no purpose of such an article as 
this to arquse an alarmist feeling, and the fact 
that these Chinese junks have been engaged 
| at the work of supplying water to some of the 
‘shipping of the port fur years would itself indi- 
cale that such a plan would be useless, At 
the same time it might be well that those, who 
are interested in the question, should know 
what happeris, 

HOW WATER SUPPLIES ARE ODTAINED, 

When a Chinese junk: receives an arder to | 
deliver water to a vessel in the harbour, it 
straightway proceeds to some small streams 
on the mainland, These streams pass through 
paddy-fields, Chinese gardens, and so forth 
before reaching the sea, and it goes without 
saying'that the water cannot be as pure as that 
supplied from the Goverament filter-beds, The 
water is then. taken on board by the most 
pritnitive methods, and it goes into tanks in 
the hold, These tanks are made of wood, and 
‘divided by wooden partitions, These parti- 
tions, it may, be understood, are not of the 
thickest character, nor are the deck planks 
absulutely watertight, The entire family, as 
everybody'knows, lives-in a hut above the hold, 
and: what provision is made for preventing 
contamination by leakage through the decks 
into the hold itis impossible to say. But he 
would be a bold individual who guaranteed 
the absolute purity of the water, alter it has 
been “carled" from the shore to the vesse) 
which gave the order. The Chinese tariff 
for water supphied to boats ‘is naturally cheaper 
than that supplied by, say, the Hongkong 
Steam Waterboat Co., for the only rates paid 
by the Chinese consist of a sort of poll-tax 
collected by the village headman on the main-

i is prevail“and-to” save-trouble” 
the Chinese junks pay the tox just as‘they did 
the didin duties. 
MODERN SYSTEMS, 

Some years ago, Mr. J. W. Kew inaugurated 
as a private enterprise a system of supplying 
vessels with water, drawn from the Govern- 
ment reservoirs (filtered and purified) in boats, 
which had been specially built for the trade, 
Many shippers saw the advantage of obtaining 
waler-supplies,.for drinking and cooking pur- 
poses that was practically guaranteed to be free 
from contamination. ' I¢ should be stated that 
only in the Navy is the water used for drinking 
distilled on board, The passenger ships could 
not face the expense of distilling water, nor 
could they provide the additional accommoda- 
tion required for tanks containng drinking 
water and tanks containing water to be used 
for other purposes. Accordingly, they have 
reco.r.e to the supplies provided by the wa er 
hoats at the various ports they touch at. When 
t became known that water as pure as modern 
methods could ensure it were provided iH the 
firm which is now ‘known as the Hongkong 
Steam Water-boat Company, a large number of 
the principal shipping firms tonk steps to ob- 
tain the waler thus supplied, Of course, the 
expense was prenter, but the gain was pro- 
portionate, Messrs, Lane, Crawford & Co, were 
also engaged in this trade and shared the pros- 
perity which fell to the lot of Mr, Kew’s enter: 
prise, Four years agothe latter system became 
a lime ed liability company, under the name of 
the Hongkong Steam Water-boat Co, Ltd., 
and last year that Company ainalgamated with 
Messrs. Lane, Crawford and Co. As the result 
of the warking of the firm and the sticcess of 
the amalgamation the Steam Water-boat Com- 
pany has proved to be very successful and its 
operations are daily extending. 

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST CONTAMINATION, 


The great features of the Waterboat Com- 
pany are the precautions adapted against con- 
tamination. The water, as slated, is procured 
from the Government mains and fiom the 
filter-beds near Bay View. It is also taken 
from Lai-chi-kok, Itis run into the spectally- 
built boats and reaches the vessels requiring 
the supply without any chance of Jouling 
having taken place. At present the Company 
has three steam-boats capable of carrying 
between 209 and 280 tons of water each ; three 
steam boats opal of containing 80 to 120 
Jans each, two sailing vessels having 
an average capacity of about 60 tons. 
Another vessel, whith will have a capacity of 
some three hundred tons, is being buite for the 
Company at Kowloon by Mr. 1. Macdonald, 
consulting engineer, and it is expected to be 
ready for delivery in about six weeks. Among 
those firms which are supplied by the Steam 
Waterboat Company are the British Navy, the 
agents of the P, & O. Company, Messrs, Jar- 
dine, Matheson & Co, the C. P. R., Messrs, 
Butterfield & Swire’s, Messrs, Dodwell & Cos, 
and Messrs, Marty & Co.'s boats, the’ Blue 
Funnel, White Funnel, and E. & A. Co's 
boats, the China Merchants’, Douglas Steam- 
ship Cos, and the Coolie Transport boats, 
Messrs. Bradley & Co,’s boats, and many 
others which call at Hongkong. It is an. in- 
teresting fact that the price for supplying water 
ta boats is cheaper at Hongkong than sat any 
other place in the East. . 

The main question to be borne in mind, how- 
ever, is this that some day the port may geta 
bad name through the character of the water 
supplied to the passing vessels by Chinese 
junks. Whether steps will be taken to ensure 
the purity of that water remains to be seen, but 
‘for the benefit of everybody concerned itis to 
be hoped that the Sanitary Board may see its 
way one of these days to deal with the question, 
which is of vital importance to shippers, |- 
passengers and all interested in the shipping 
trade Henghan .

FOREIGN ENLERPRISE in 
JAPAN.

For a considerable time past the Japanese 
Governwent has been “anxigus-to encourag 
foreign enterprise.and use of fureiyn capital in 


might be more rapidly and more fully deve- 
Joped; but public opinion in Japan has not 
been sufficiently ripe on the subject to render 
it passible 0 make arrangements which would 
attract foreign capital to any great extent. It 
is true that a considerable amount of sych 
capital is now invested in enterprises directly 
under Japanese management, and in Gavern- 
ment stocks and securities, but, as yet, there 
are few undertakings, outside what were former: 
ly the foreign Settlements, which are directly 
uhder foreign control, The cause of this is 
that the restrictions which exist on the 
ownership of real estale by foreigners 
have prevented that de,sree of security which 
was considered necessary for the safe invest- 
ment of capital, Pubhe opinion, however, 
is advancing on the subject, and, nut for 
the first time, Count Inouye comes out as a 
Jeader of that opinion, with his usual shrewd- 
ness and foresight, emphatically advocates the 
removal of all restrictions upou the ownership 
of real estate by foreigners ia Japan, and upon 
the mortgaging of property. Politicians, pen- 
erally, are taking up the subject, and, no doubt, 
before tong, arrangemenis will be made which 
The 
circumstances connected with the financing of 
the war have hastened events and shown the 


view of the subject than they have hitherto 
taken; but apart altogether from these, the 
general conditions of the country demand that 
the present arrangements be revised. Ten 
years ago, after the war with China, a great 
development took place in the industry and 
commerce of Japan, aod a still greater develop+ 
ment is certain tu take place not only in Japan, 
but also in Manchuria and Corea, on the ter- 
mination of the present war, On this subject 
we cannot du beiter than quote the opinion of 
the editor ofthe Japan Daily Mail, who has 
had a very lengthy experience in japan. He 
says ==" From every point of view, therefore 
the time has come when her interests suggest 
the expediency of encouraging the influw of 
foreign capital. In quite recent years an unmis- 
takeable object-lesson was furnished as to the 
impediments offered by existing restriction, The 
great house of Baring [rothers showed itseif tho- 
roughly willing to lend a large sui to railway 
companies, provided that their lines could be 
hypothecated in such a manner as to satisfy 
practical men, But they could not. The laws 
of the land had been so framed as to throw 
fatal obstacles in the path of such a project- 
A Bill prepared by the authorities to meet the 
exigencies of the case would have been 
submitted to the Diet, in the last regular 
session, had not the dissolution of the Lower 
House interfered. But evidently, instead of 
attempting to patch a defective system, 
the best plan is to amend it by allowing 
foreigners to own real estate in their own 
names, and by remodelling the rules as to 
mortgaging of property. Count Inouye’ speaks

_ PROSPECTS “OF MONRTARY REFORM 
AW CHINA, OS 


The report of the United States Commission 
on International Exchange regarding ita work 
in the past. year was recently submitted to the 
Secretary of State, Mr. Hay, and given by him 
tothe public, The work covers investiga:ions 
in connection with the reform of the'‘monetary 
‘system of China and the establishment of a 
new monetary system in the Republic of 
Panama, . 

There are submitted also some data showing 
A tendency towards greater stability in the 
price of silver bullion, apparently as a result of 
the direct action of the Governments with 
which the Commission conferred last year, 
especially of te British Government in con 
nection with the currency of India. ‘This has 
tended, it is asserted, to produce greater stabil- 
ity of exchange and thus diminish one of the 
obstacles to trade’ between the gold countrics 
and the silver-using countries. . ‘The report-is 
signed by the three Commissioners, Messrs.- 
Mugh Hs Hanna, Charles A,: Conant, and 
Jeremiah W..Jenks; but the greatest emphasis 
is laid upon’ the special- mission of Professor 
Jenks to China to present to the Imperial Go- 
vernment a report of the work done in Europe 
in 1903 and to give any further assistance 
desired by the Chinese Government in com- 
pliance with its request to the United States. 
» The’ result of these investigations and dis. 
cussions was that many ideas regarding condi-- 
tions in China, and what was practicable for 
China, were secured | that in many’ cases 
.misconceptions regarding: the nature of the 
reform and of the plans under discussion 
were removed and that the experiences secured 
and the knowledge gained enabled the Com- 
mission to understand much more readily the: 
attitude « f the higher. Chinese officials towards 

‘their old system and the proposed new system. 

On Mr. Jenks’ return to Peking the subject 
was taken up for detailed discussion with the 
Imperial Government, As a result of the 
Treaties with Great Britaln, the United States, 
and Japan, it has been the intention of the 
Chinese Government to establish a uniform 
monetary system, and for the purpose of work- 
ing out plans for that system, as well as for 
meeting the United States Commissioner, 2° 
Commission had been appointed, consisiting 
of the members of the boards of revenue and 
several other officials, 

Me. Conger; the Minister of the United 
States at Peking, in a letter to the Department 
of State, says:— ° 

T have-the honour to report that Professor 
Jenks left Peking for home Oclober 27th, [His 
task wasa very difficult one; and at first the 
prospects were rather discouraging, but by 
patience, persistence, and clever presentation 
of his unsurpassed knowledge of the subject he 

has made great progress, He has practically’ 
brought the Chinese Government to believe 
-shat—his. -plan.i is.the_correct_one_and_ought if 
possible to be adopted, yet they greatly fear 
that so radical a change in (heir financial 
system can not at presen! be carried out by a 
Governrrent which has so little real power over 
its separate provinces. However, they were 
promised toat once consult the leading Viceroys 
and Governors and see what can be done; but- 
whether or not Professor Jenks’ plan is adopted, 
his instructions and advice will aid the Chinese 
Government greatly in its efforls to adopt a 
uniform currency as reqiired by the recent 
Treaties, and his further assistance is most 
likely to be solicited by them. ; 

More important still of course is the official 
statement from the Chinese Government itself, 
Prince Ching, the President of the Grand 
Council who represents officially the Chinese 
Government, in response to a request for a 
definite statement of his opinion, to. be pre- 


sented to the United States, wrote to Mr 
Jenks on the eve of his leaving Peking, saying 
in part; "China is now considering the matter 
of deciding upon a new coinage syslem and 
is deliberating as to the establishment of a 
national bank, and it is most: necessary that it 
should follow your, plans and ‘that all those 
measures which need most urgently to be taben 
up just now in accordance with-those plans 
should at once be put into execution with 
earnestness and promotitude.! 

The Commission feels therefore that there is 
every reason ta believe thar the mission for 
which it was established, to co-operate with the 
Chineseand Mexican Governments inestablivh- 
ing sound money systems which would fix the 
rate of exchange between the grealest of the 
silver-using countries and the gold standa'd 
countries, has been in great pari satisfactorily 
performed, It remains to be seen, of course, 
how promptly and by what imethods the 
Chinese Government will carry out its inten- 
tions as indicated in the letter of Prince Ching, 
or adopting in the main the plans of the Com- 
mission, ¥ 

Some attention is given in the report to 

the recommendation of the Commission 
which’ was endorsed by most of the Euro-, 
pean Commissions in the summer of 1903, that 
‘purchase of silver actually required for coinage 
purposes, should be made with as much regu- 
larity as possible, 1t is declared that any step 
contributing towards stability in the price of 
silver bullion would in itssIf tend to diminsh 
“exchange and that itis gratifying to, report.that 
the policy of comparative regularity of pur- 
chases by the Government of British India and 
other Governments has borne fruit, - 
’ Attention is called to the fact that since April 
last the ‘variation in the price of. silver at 
London, has been within the limits‘of 2d. per 
ounce, while i in 1903 thp.yariations were more 
than 64.

This is by no 
means an exact pictare of our trade in China; 
it deals only with our direct exports thereto to 
which, should be added our indirect exports, 
but, unfortunately, these cannot be reduced’ to 
figures, We have said sufficient to show that 
German interests in the East deserve attention, 
But it is not by the conditions of yesterday or 
to-day, measured by figures, that we are to 
Indicate the vast prospects which await the 
Germans in China and in the Chinese market.
